"Two  Phases  to  Rating  System' ' 
The  rating  system  to  be  employed  would  be  administered  in  two 


ceriod  of  training  tne  prouabioner  wiii  ue  ratea  on  the  lollowing 
Qualifications;     (1)  Personal  Traits,  (2)  Physical  Activities,  and 
(3)  Scholastic  Activities.    This  period  of  training  will  be  for  a 
minimum  of  six  weeks. 

The  second  phase  of  the  rating  system  would  be  applied  after 
the  probationer  has  left  the  Academy  and  has  been  assigned  for  Station 
<juty.  While  assigned  to  a  district  Station  the  probationer  will  be 
rated  on  .CD  Personal  Traits  and  (2)  Activity  Report. 

Prior  to  the  probationer  completing  his  first  year  of  service 
he  will  be  assigned  to  a  district  Stanton  for  approximate-ly  ten  and 
one-half  months.  He  shall  not  receive  a  rating  at  a  district  Station 
until  he  has  completed  six  weeks  of  duty.  Including  the  six  weeks  he 
has  been  assigned  to  the  Academy  this  will  mean  that  he  will  not 
receive-his  first  rating  at  the  Station  until  the  conclusion  of  his 
third  month  of  service  in  the  department, 

It  is  to  be  noted  there  are  ten  spaces  allocated  for  the 
ratine  of  the  probationer  during  his  Station  assignnents.  The  column 
designated  "final"  is  the  space  to  be  used  for  the  over-all  average 
maintained  by  the  probationer..

In  order  to  approach  this  effort  from  some  standard  of 
uniformity  it  is  suggested  the  norm  to  be  used  in  rating  an  individ- 
ual would  be  based  on  your  opinion  as  an  experienced  officer.  V/hat 
outstanding  qualities  would  you  expect  an  officer  to  show  in  perform- 
ing certain  tasks  and  assignments.    You  should  bear  in  mind  you  , are 
rating  recruits  and  make  adequate  allowances  for  their  inexperience.

RULES  GOVERNING  THE  OFFICER'S  DAILY  TAG  BEPOaT 

An  officer  completing  his  tour  of  duty  shall  be  required  to 
make  a  daily  tag  report  in  duplicate  and  have  thereon  listed 
accurately  the  citation  numbers  of  each  citation  in  numerical 
sequence,  together  v/ith  date,  signature  and  star  number 
plainly  written.     In  no  case  shall  an  officer  attach  to  any 
daily  report  citations  of  another  date.    In  cases  where  an 
officer  \<rks  an  overlapping  watch  into  another  day  it  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  officer  to  make  a  separate  report  for 
each  day.     V/hen  an  officer  on  his  tour  of  duty  uses  more  than 
one  citation  book  a  separate  daily  tag  report  must  be  made 
for  each  book  used. 

Should  an  officer  find  it  necessary  to  use  another  officer's 
book,  he  must  state  on  his  report  from  whom  he  secured  the 
book  giving  star  number  of  the  officer  from  whom  secured.

AU  daily  officer's  tag  reports  shall  be  signed  by  the  platoon 
cofnmander,  who; shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  proper  filling 
out  of  such  citations,  particularly  to  proper  charge  and 
legibility. 

If  a  citation  is  returned  to  an  officer  for  correction  in  any 
group  of  citations,  said  tag  report  shall  show  the  citation 
number  held  for  correction  and  when  correction  is  made  a  tag 
report  covering  corrected  citation  shall  be  made.

1    Excerpts  from  the  Federal  Laws  hereinafter  cited,  with  commentaries 
thereon,  were  furnished  for  your  information  by  the  Supervisor  In 
Charge,  Alcohol  and  Tobacco  Tax  Division,  U.S.  Treasury  Department. 
Wlien  an  apparent  violation  of  these  statutes  comes  to  the  attent- 
ion of  any  member  of  the  Department,  he  shall  submit  a  written 
report  to  this  office  giving  the  facts  in  detail  in  all  cases  where 
direct  action  is  not  taken, 

"To  All  State,  County  and  City  Prosecutors 
and  Law  Enforcement  Officers 

The  purpose  of  this  notice  is  to  bring  to  your  attention  certain 
Federal  laws  which  can  be  utilized  effectively  as  an  aid  to  law 
enforcement  in  the  suppression  of  crime. 

l.Thc  Federal  firearms  act  (U.S.  Code,  Title  15,  Sections  901  ET, 
Seq.) 

This  law  deals  exclusively  with  the  transportation,  shipment,  or 
receipt  of  firearms  or  ammunition  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce. 
The  statute  prohibits,  among  other  actss 

a.  A  person  from  shipping,  transporting,  or  receiving  a  firearm  or 
ammunition  in  Interstate  or  foreign  commerce  if  he  has  been 
convicted  of  a  crime  of  violence,  such  as  murder,  manslaughter, 
rape,  mayhem,  kidnapping,  robbery,  burglary,  housebreaking; 
assault  with  Intent  to  kill,  commit  rape,  or  rob;  assault  with 
a  dangerous  v:eapon:  or  assault  with  intent  to  commit  any  offense 
punishable  by  Imprisonment  for  more  than  one  year,  or  if  he  has 
been  Indicted  for  such  a  crime  or  is  a  fugitive  from  Justice, 

b.  A  person  or  concern  from  shipping  or  transporting  knowingly  in 
interstate  or  foreign  commerce  firearms  or  ammunition  to  the 
type  of  individual  referred  to  above, 

c.  Any  person  from  transporting  or  shipping,  or  causing  to  be  trans- 
ported or  shipped  in  interstatod  or  foreign  commerce  any  stolen 
firearm  or  ammunition,  knowing,  or  having  reasonable  cause  to 
believe,  same  to  have  been  stolen. 

Any  person  from  receiving,  concealing,  storing,  bartering,  sell- 
ing, or  disposing  of  any  firearm  or  ammunition  or  pledging  or 
accepting  as  security  for  a  loan  any  firearm  or  ammunition  moving 
in  or  which  is  a  part  of  interstate  or  foreign  co-.merce,  and 
■which  while  so  moving  or  constituting  such  part  has  been  stolen, 
knowing,  or  having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  the  same  to  have 
been  stolen. 

Any  person  from  shipping,  transporting,  or  ^^^''>^^&^y,'^^^9^^lll^^ 
in  interstate  or  foreign  cc.raerce  any  firearm  f ^J!". f 
manufacturer's  serial  number  has  been  removed,  obliteratea,  or 
altered. 

The  purpose  of  this  law  is  to  prevent  criminals  from  obtaining  fire- 
arcis  and  ammunition. 

The  term  "firearm"  means  any  weapon,  by  whatever       ^.  f  ^Y^iorof 
s  designed  to  expel  a  projectile  or  projectiles  by  the  action  ol 
■^n  explosive  and  a  firearm  muffler  or  firearm  silencer,  or  any  parT; 
parts  of  BUQh  weapon. 

The  term  "ammunition"  shaU  include  only  Pis*j\ ^r/^Y^iri^i^r"^^^' 
■  fj.  It  shall  not  include  shotgun  shells,  metallic  ^^^-^^"^^^^it- 
. suitable  for  use  only  in  rifles,  or  any  .22  caliber  rimfire  ammunix 
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The  term  "interstate  or  foreign  commerce"  tneans  corjciGrce  between 
an?  State,  Territory,  or  possession  (bjt  not  including  the  (ia 
Zone)  ,  0?  th.  District  of  Coluiribia  and  any  place  outride  thoj.^ 
or  beLeen  points  with  the  same  State,  Territory  or  possessio ' 
(but  not  including  the  Canal  Zone),  or  the  District  of  Colii^bi 
but  through  any  place  outside  thereof;  or  within  any  Territory. 
possessioS  or  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  law  provides  a  criminal  penalty,  upon  conviction,  of  a  ftr.F.- 
not  more  that  $2,000  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  five.yeari' 
or  both. 

The  Act  provides  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  any  firearact 
araraunlction  in  respect  of  which  any  violation  of  the  Act  has  bee: 
committed. 

Every  firearm  found  in  the  possession  of  the  persons  reff erred  t- 
represents  a  potential  violation  of  the  Federal  Firearms  Act,  ar; 
the  legality  of  the  possession  of  such  weapon  should  be  throurhij 
Investigated. 

2.    The  National  Firearms  Act  of  Jiine  26,  193^.    U.S.  Code,  Titl; 
26,  Sections  2720-273^;  3260-3266) 

The  purpose  of  the  National  Firearms  Act  is  to  prevent  strictly 
gangster  weapons,  such  as  machine  guns  and  sawed-off  shotguns, 
from  getting  into  the  hands  of  the  criminal  element  by  the  ■ 
Imposition  of  a  prohibitive  transfer  tax.    The  Act  provides  for 
registration  of  such  firearms  and  imposes  a  tax  upon  the  raaklrit: 
or  transfer  of  firearms  of  the  following  types: 

a.  A  shotgun  or  rifle  having  a  barrel  of  less  than  eighteen 
inches  in  length',  provided,  however,  that  any  such  rifle  Is 
excepted  from  the  law  if  its  caliber  is  .22  or  smaller  and  li 
its  barrel  is  sixteen  inches  or  more  in  lenght; 

b.  Any  other  weapon,  except  a  pistol  or  revolver,  from  which  2 
shot  is  discharged  by  an  explosive  if  such  weapon  is  capabl: 
of  being  concealed  on  the  person;  provided,  however,  that  a 
pistol  or  revolver  attached  to,  or  with,  accompanying  shoulc 
stock  has  been  held  to  come  within  purview  of  the  statute; 

c.  A  maching  gun.    The  term  "machine  gun"  means  any  weapon  wM;' 
shv-'Ots.  or  is  designed  to  shoot,  automatically  or  semi- 
autumatically,  ore  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading, 
by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger. 

dp    A  muffler  or  silencer  for  any  firearm,  whether  or  not  the  fi^^ 
arm  itself  is  covered  by  the  Act 

Any  firearm    of  a  type  inc;«ded  by  the  Act  v/hich  has  been  made 
transferred  without  payment  of  the  apr^rcpriate  tax  by  the  maker^, 
or  transferor,  or  which  hag  pot  been  registered  in  accordance 
the  provisions  of  the  Act},  subjects  the  violator,  upon  convicu- 
to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $2,000  or  imprisoment  for  not  more 
than  five  years  or  both^

Manifests  outstanding  bravery  in  undertaking  to  save  human  life 
in  treacherous  water,  dangerous  fire,  explosion  or  other  simi- 
lar threatening  agency,  when  he  risks  his  life  with  full 
knowledge  of  the  danger  involved  and  assumed,  and  actually 
accomplishes  the  undertaking.

the  maximum  Joint  efforts  .of  more  than  one  city  department,  'or 
which  v/ould  overload  telephone  facilities  due  to  public  inquiry, 

2.  Facilities  of  the  "Limited  Disaster  Information  Center"  will 
consist  in  a  "Telephone  Room"  desk,  and  two  unli'sted  telephones, 
SU  1-3839  and  SU  l-.^8^-0  (Hunt  System  automatic  tur^noveri.  Its" 
staff  will  donsist  of  the  persons  naned  on  List  A.- 

3.  VJhenever  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Communications 
believes  that  an  incident  might  be  handled  more  effectively 
through  the  operation  of  the  "Limited  Disaster  Information 
Center",  he  shall  activate  at  .by  calling  the  persons  named  on 
List  A  after  first  having  received  the  authority  to  cto  so  by 
order  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  should  the  Chief  of  Police 
be  absent  or  unable  to  act,  the. authority  and  responsibility 
to  act  shall  pass  to  the  member  next  in  rank  according  to  the

The  Bay  Counties  Law  Enforcement  Services  SIGALERT  Prograii 
became  effective  as  of  12:00  o'clock  Noon,  SATUIiDAY,  November 
1,  1959.    This  activity  Is  sponsored  jointly  by  the  law 
snforcement  agencies  within  the  nine  (9)  San  Francisco  Bay 
Counties  and  the  California  Highway  Patrol,  ' 

The  SIGALERT  program  was  developed  to  prdvlde  a  practical  ireans 
of  utilizing  commercial  radio  and  television  broadcas  t  stations 
to  disseminate  Information  and  instruction  to  the  pub:  ic  upon 
the  occasion  of  &n  unusual  event  of  significant  proportions. 
This  coimnunlcatlon  program  will  he  activated  whenever  the 
release  of  a  SIGALERT  BULLETIN  would  enhance  the  saving  of  llfo 
and  property  of  a  large,  number  of  persons,  promote  the  avoid- 
ance of  great  public  inconvenience,  or  alleviate  unwarranted 
concern  occasioned  by  an  exceptional  Incident* 

3.  The  Communications  Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
was  selected  to  s'erve  as  the  Slgalert  Communication  Con*-.rol 
Center  by  all  the  participants.     Any  Slgalert  Bulletin

Thus,  the  City  x-jill  reimburse  a  member  of  the 
Police  Department  whose  equipment,,  ^prbperty  or  prostheses  has  been 
so  damaged  in  the  line  of  duty  (without  fault  of  the  officer  or  - 
employee)  that  the  item  must  be  repaired  or  replaced.     This  does 
not  include  reimbursement  for  such  repair,  replacement  or*  cleaning 
as  is  occasioned  by  (a)  normal  wear  and  tear  or  (b)  negligence  on 
the  part  of  the  claimant. 

2.  There    are  two  forms  provided  J'or  use  in  applying  for  such 
reimbursement;  namely  (1),  CLAIM  FOR  COST  OF  REFLACEMEDIT  OR  REPAIR 
OF  EQUIPI^NT-,  PROPERTY  OR  PROSTHESES  (Form  No.  0-120);  and  (2) 
CERTIFICATION  OF  DEPARTMEIJT  HEAD  (FORM  No.  0-  120-A).  The 
first  form  shall  be  made  out  and  signed  by  the  claimant,  and  the 
certification  form  by  the  company  comjnander,  bureau  or  activity 
head,  with  final  approval  by  the  Chief.     Commanding  officers  and 
bureau  or  activity  heads  shall  carefully  scrutinize  claims 
submitted  to    them,  and  indicate  approval  or  disapproval  by 
preparing  and  signing  in  tha  lower  left  corner  the  Certification 
of  Department  Head  form,  with  the  word  AFFlR;OVED  or  DISAPPROVED 
over  the  signature.     Note  that  the  method  of  arriving  at  the 
value  allovjed  must  be  shown  on  the  back  of  the  Certification 
form.     Responsibility  and  authority  for  this  .initial  establishment 
of  value  and  approval  cannot  be  delegated  belovj  company  commander, 
bureau  or  activity  heads  (or  those  acting  in  that  capacity). 


3.  Routing: 

The  original  and  one  copy  of  each  of  the  two  types  of 
completed  forms  (whether  approved  or  disapproved  by  the  , 
initial  approving  authority)  along  with  such  pertinent  data 
as  copies  of  Offense  Reports,  statements  of  witnesses,  clean- 
ing and  tailors'  bills  or  estimates,   etc.,  vjhich  the  initial 
approving  authority  feels  support  his  approval  or  disapproval 
of  the.  claim,  will  be  sent  to  the  Director  of  Personnel  and 
Training  for  administrative \  review,. 

After- administrative  review,  the  complete     set  of  forms  and 
supporting  data  will  be  sent  to  the  Chief  for  his  action. 
Upon  completion,  they  will  be  returned  to    the  Personnel  and 
Training  Bureau.  ' 

If  the  claim    has  been  approved  by  the  Chief,   the  duplicate 
forms  and  supporting  data  will  be  extracted  and  made  a  part 
of  the  member's  personnel  file,   and  the  originals  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Controller  by  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  and 
Training  after  certification  has  been  made  as  to  the 
availability  of  funds. 

If  disapproved  by  the  Chief,  the  originals  and  supporting 
data  will  be  returned  to  the  claimant,   and  the  duplicates  ni- 
be  filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Training.

1.    Race  of  subject  to  conform  to  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
Standards  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation.  The 
following  classifications  shall  be  used  when  reporting  the 
race  of  a  person  subject  to  a  police  report.    This  designa- 
tion of  race  shall  apply  to  the  complainant,  the  victim 
and  the  suspect  to  the  extent  that  the  information  is  known 
to  the  investigating  officer.    The  racial  classifications 
shall  be  as  follows: 

White  -       All  persons  of  Caucasian  stock. 

Negro  -       All  persons  of  Negro  stock  or  ancestry. 

Indian  -      American  Indian  (East  Indian,  i.e.  persons 

from  the  Asian  continent  shall  be  included 

under  "Other".) 
Chinese  -    Members  of  the  yellow  race  having  Chinese 

ancestry. 

Japanese-    Members  of  yellow  race  having  Japanese 
ancestry. 

Other  -        All  persons  not  included  in  any  of  the  five 
preceding  groups. 

Note: 


The  term  Mexican  shall  not  be  used  to  describe  race, 
rather  the  classification  VJhite  or  Indian  should  be 
used,  whichever  is  applicable. 


2.    The  attention  of  members  of  the  Department  is  called  to  the 
requirement  to  record  the  race,  sex  and  age  of  each  person 
subject  to  police  investigation  as  required  by  various 
police  report  forms.    This  requirement  relates  to  all 
persons  whether  they  be  the  complainant,  victim,  or  suspect 
in  the  incident. 

5.    Item  1  rescinds  those  provisions  of  General  Order  #115 
of  December  24,  1956  regarding  the  designation  ol  race.

].  GENERAL 

1.  In  the  event  of  a  major  incident  or  ci.il  disturbance  requirinq 
commitment  of  a  substantial  portion  of  the  manpoiuer  of  this 
Department,  the  foUoujing  standard  operating  procedures  shall 
be  implemented.     Their  purpose  is  to  systematically  provide 
sufficient  organized  and  equipped  police  at  times  and  places 
designated  by  command  elements  luhile  simultaneously  making  pro- 
vision for  minimal  policing  of  those  portions  of  the  City  and 
County  not  directly  involved  in  the  incident  or  disturbance. 

2.  mobile  tactical  units  uiill  be  organised  by  each  police  district 
and  the  Traffic  Bureau  as  provided  herein,  to  include  the 
specified  numbers  and  ranks  of  supervisory  personnel.  Thsy 
luill  be  deployed  as  units  in  order  to  remain  effective  striking 
forces  and  in  order  to  permit  their  rapid  redeployment  to  other 
areas  as  may  become  necessary. 

3.  Administration  of  mobile  units  tuill  remain  "iit'ith  their  assigned 
district  or  bureau  luhich  uill  continue  to  carry  them  on  their 
UJatch  Reports  unless  otheriuise  instructed.     Tactical  command  of 
mobile  units  luill  be  by  the  district  or  bureau  to  luhich  tempor- 
arily detailed  by  the  command  element  controlling  the  incident 
or  disturbance , -in^  asGOcdance  with  Paragraph  14,  Permanent 
Order  No,  4  of  1967.
